Under the present system it was possible for the authority to be 
comprised solely of members from one small area with no knowledge of the 
problems of other areas and this could not be guarded against without the 
introduction of a ward system of representation. Mr. Nelson opposed the 
remit and maintained that under the present system the best brains in 
the industry could be elected to the Honey Marketing Authority. At the 
present time members of the authority worked in the interest of the 
industry as a whole whereas under a ward system members would be more 
inclined to work for the interests of their ward as opposed to the 


interests of the industry as a whole. 
The remit wes then considered by 8 independant 


discussion groups and the analysis of group findings indicated that 
most members considered that the advantages of a ward system would be
